. Bring two persons together that are 
very unlike ma netically, markedly dis- 
similar in quality and texture, and their 
spheres will not blend at all; ‘but each 
„stands distinct, separate by itself, as oil 

and water wil) separate. They do not 
like each othér; cannot tell why, per- 
haps, but are instantly repelled, and the 
more they try to come togara the far- 
ther apart they stand. You, allof you, 
can doubtless recall some instance where 
you took a dislike to a person at {first 
sight, and could not tel} why you did. 
You knew nothing derogatory to their 
character, in fact, believed them to be 
ood people, yet nevertheless, could not 
fool pleasantly in their society, and 
would shun them if possible.

‘tration, debility, and various forms of 
- nervous diseases. Think of this, fond, 
loving parents, and save. your little in- 
nocents from its. baneful effects; save

- It is by this

learned doctors, can tell us of the law: 
of contagion? And yot they are simph -> 
enough, if only sought in the right dè 
rection. A diseased person when brouglle- 
into magnetic relations with one who is. 
not diseased, and whose sphere is not 
repellant-to him, will convey to that 
person a portion of thediseased magnet- 
ism; ho will be benofited, the other 
party injured. -This is amply illustrat- 
ed by the well-known fact that, where a 
healthy person sleeps with an invalid, 
the invalid is benefited, While the other 
party is injured. This is known to bea 
fact, but its philosophy is but little un- 
derstood, ‘ 

The quality of the magnetism is not 
only affected by the physical condition, 
but also by the mental organization and 
condition; and the predominating. por- 
tion of the mind, be it moral, intellect- 
ual or animal, will be strongly marked 
in the magnetic sphere of the person. A 
person with a moral, honest, generous 
nature, with benevolence and the kind- 
ly feelings developed, is really ‘a bene- 
factor to the people; his very presence 
isa promoter of morality and goodnoss, 
because’ that is the element he throws 
off, and.it awakens a corresponding ‘ele- 
ment in those who come within his in- 
fluence, the same as by being mirthful 
you arouse mirth in others, or sorrow- 
ful, youawaken féelings of sadness. Let 
a person of the above character enter a 
company, and every heart beats lighter 
—every one feels more kindly; there is, 
an influence of peace and brotherly lows. 
that pervades the wholeroom, and'every 
person catches the feeling- unawares; 
and when they separate each has a bet-: 
ter opinion of humanity, more self-re- |. 
spect, and is really more benefited than 
he would have been by a sermon on 
morals, Another person might come in 
who was selfish, fretful, always com- 
plaining. never satisfied with humanity |, 
or the world, andalthough no express- 
‘ion of the kind may escape his lips,’ yet 
his magnetism would soon spread gloom 
and discontent among the whole com- 
pany, and they would go home disgust- 
ed with themselves and all the world. 
Thus our lives, qur feelings, really af-| 
fect the world more than our words. 
Who does not enjoy ‘a jolly, generous, 
good-fecling person, though he may be 
incapable of deep thought, better than 
a misanthropic logician? This very 
law holds good in regard to immoral 
persons—persons who are given’ to the 
commission of crime—their very mag- 
netism is a hot bed ta develop crim- 
inals. 


utderstanding these laws, and 
rightly using: the knowledge thus ob- 
tained, a reform could be: effected in 
society such as can be produced in no 
other way, by regulating the magnetic 
relations of individuals. Then we would 


never place together criminals, so that |** 


each increases the immoral tendencies 
of others, but they would be placed in 
the spheres of persons who were moral- 
ly developed and positive to them, for 
the positive always impresses nega- 
tive regeives impression, söthat they by 
being With those who throw off a moral 
will absorb that magnetism; 
sick will gradually gain’ 
health by absorbing healthy magnetism 
so the morally sick will become benéfit- 
ed by absorbing the moral atmosphere 
by which they aro surrounded. 

When two persons, whose magnetism 
is about equal. come together, that are 
not adapted, they mutually repel each 
other, and no effect is produced upon 
either by the spheresof theother party; 
but it sometimes happens that one is 
very much the stronger. and when cir- 
cumstances cause them to be together, 
the stronger impresses the weaker, and 
the magnetism may be so wanting in 
adaptation to the individual as to act as 
a poison, while the other may be wholly 
unaffected by the presence. This some- 
times is the case in the marriage rela- 
tion. where onc party is strongly posi- 
tive to the other, and wholly unadapted 
and it causes discase and” suffering. and 
the person thus affected becomes more 
and more repulsed constantly, until the 
very presence of the party becomes un- 
bearable, and a separation is demanded 
as the only relief. The other party can 
not realize this necessity—sees no rea- 
son for any such feeling, aud, not under- 
standing these magnetic laws, censures 
the person when they are no-mdre to be 
blamed than they would be for refusing 
to cat an article of food that they knew 
would make them sick, or to take a poi- 
son in any other form. 


Another condition we sometimes find,

As well chide the falling ap- 
ple for acting true to the law of gravita- 
tion, Itisonly selfishness. that would 
take froma person without giving an 
equivalent—only supreme selfishness 
that would’ thus hold to starvation a 
soul in the land of plenty; and it isa 
species of selfishness too much pam-

We have a gigat many demands to 
‘Supply, a great many parts to develop, 
and, todo this effectually, we need a 

riety of associations; we need tó min- 

with different classes in^ society, 
meet different persons upon various 
planes of life, with diverse natures and 
varied experiences, in order to feed, 
round out, and fully develop the true 
harmonious man; and-by this exchange 
and interchange of elements we grow in 
physical and spiritual strength, Isola- 
tion is starvation. By living an exclu- 
sive life, by mingling with only a few 
persons, and those of one particular 
kind, we becomp dwarfed in intellect, 
narrowed in our sympathies, and are 
only the faint semblances of what we 
might otherwise become. 


The farther advanced persons.ate, the: 


more susceptible they become ‘to these 
finer spiritual laws—the more they: are 
injured by being placed in wrong rela- 
tions, or tho more they maybe benefited 
by being placed in right relations to 
them. These are the natures most eas- 
ily benetited by magnetic treatment 
when sick. There is more ofspirit mat- 
ter in them than there is of the coarser, 
earthy—hence, coming naturally’ more 
under the contro] of spirit laws. All 
the different methods of “medical treat- 
ment come as a natural result of the 
growth of the people, and are adapted 
to them in their various stages of devel- 
opment,.the same as.the different doc- 
trines of the different churches, ‘The 
old allopathic system is to the medical 
profession as the Catholic church is to 
the theological, the old, the primitive, 
the least progressive, the most dogmati- 
cal and assumptive,and originated when 
mankind was in the same state of in- 
fancy and ignorance, and the condition 
and the demands of the people originat- 
ed the ideas and practice. The organ- 
ization.of the people at those early peri- 
ods- contained much of,- the coarser, 
grosser clements, more ef the earthy 
than spiritual, -hence was less antagonis- 
tic to those foreign mineral materials. », 

Arcagathus was the first regular, as 
Pliny informs us, who flourished 200 
years before Christ, and who was ban- 
ished from Rome on account of his seve- 
rity of treatment; but he had his follow- 
ers; but thé people of that period being 
of the earthy, were not so seriously in- 
jured by the contest between their vital 
forces and the foreign substance or 
enemy introduced; in fact, it was not so 
great an enemy asit is to the spiritual 
organizations of the present day; and, 
in ridding itself of these foes ‘to life, 
other impurities- were also eliminated, 
and the strength of the organization 
was so greg} that the after depression 
did not amount to exhaustion or debil- 


y. 
As the world moved along, constantly 
refining in all its organizations, human- 
ity was developing farther from the 
coarse, crude, mineral plane; hence, the 
incompatibility between the human and 
the mineral conditions of matter be- 
came greater, and the effects of this 
mode of practice became more injurious; 
andas the people developed in their 
reasoning faculties they could discern 
something of the absurdity of many of 
these methods, and there came a de- 
mand for something better; a feeling of 
prejudice arose—a natural repugnance 
to that system of practice—and not hav- 
ing advanced far enough to see the in- 
jurious effecis of all poisons, they only 
ignored minerals, and the botanic sys- 
tem was developed, which was about as 
much ahead of allopathy as the Episco- 
pal church is in advance of the Catholic. 
The botanic system, howotver, made its 
mark, and was in advance--a breaking 
of the ranks. ‘ 
They, thinking they had ignored|\the 
injurious part, the mjneral, made up for 
loss by the excessive quantity of their 
vegetable decoctions. The most unfprt- 
unate part of the case was that,\ al- 
though they did not kill them outright, 
as was often the case in the other pra 
tice, they found, by the time they had 
overcome the disease they commenced 
with by their composition, No. 6 and 
lobelia, they had burned out the stom- 
ach, or so impaired its condition as to 
have produced confirmed dyspepsia; and

of the excessive quantity and nauseous 
quality of the potions. So 

The growing demand in -the psoplé 
for something better met with a re- 
sponse, a supply, and homceopathy was 
developed: and the ery “Eureka” went 
abroad, small in quantity, -and so 
pleasant to the taste that even the hatu- 
ral instincts of childhood ‘against poison 
could be -overcome,. and’ the -sugar 


‘pellets were vso: ‘nice to take. -.This. 


system was 2 mighty advance—a great 
step on the road of progress; and had 
the.practitioners of that,school followed 
the. dictum of: their authors—the idea 
‘that the higher the delusion the greater 
the -potency—little harm would: havo 
been done; but allopathic. ideus would 
frequently come. in, and stronger “doses 
would..be giyeén;-which, as the. remedies 


‘were of the -most concentrated ‘n ; 


often did serious harm; and the question | be worse, instead of better, for the 


would, at times, ohtrude itself into the 
minds. of the thjnking peoplé, why 
should:we poison our sick ‘at all—what 
reason is there for go doing? At length, 
hydropathy was introduced, ignoring all 
poisons or medicines, and it was found 
that the sick could be cured without 
drugs of any kind by the judicious regu- 
lation ‘of hygienic’ agencies—air, light, 
diet, exercise, rest, and the scientific 
application of water of various tempera- 
tures were found to do mighty wark, 
and it was superior in having no bad re- 
sults following—no drug diseuses result- 
ingy The body was purified by the 
various bathing processes, und, being 
fed upon food containing the natural 
elgments to build it up in purity, health 
would naturally follow, and it seemed 
complete. By-and-by persons were 
treated by this method, persons of a del- 
ieate, fine, spiritual ngture: and by the 
time they were thoroughly cleansed and 
purified, there was nothing left of them. 
as it were—they had no power tore- 
cperate, to build up. Their system had 
exhausted all the power it possessed in 
eliminating the impurities, the cause of 
the disease, and debility and exhaustion 
were the results. They had. perhaps, 
been saved from the grasp‘of death, but 
in a condition of debility that rendered 
them nearly useless. ` There was ade- 
mand for something more—this was 
well, but lacking something; and mag- 
netic treatment was doveloped, which 
just met the needs of such cases; it was 
adapted to the more advanced, spiritua}- 
fed condition of the people; and by the 
life-giving powers of this subtle agent, 
vital force was imparted, nerve power 
styangthened, and the person made to 
feel new life, new hopes, new aspira- 
tions. There were various other modes 


-and methods introduced during all the 


years we have thus hastily glanced 
over, about as many kinds and forms as 
there were kinds and forms of religious 
beliefs; and each old theory fighting 
every new one, with about the same 
bitter and uncharitable spirit, each -of 
which was developed by, and according 
with, the different degrees of growth of 
those interested in them, and a law of 
correspondence held good throughout. 

Each school of practice, however, has 
been affected more or less by the new 
ideas and discoveries of these they have 
constantly ridiculed, despised and perse- 
cuted; they could not get entirely out- 
side of the law of‘ universal progress. 
The very magnetism thrown off by the 
advanced ‘minds of the age, modified, 
almost without their perceiving it, the 
theories and methods of the old; 
changed, to a certain extent, their 
modes of practice, the same as it has 
the doctrines of the churches. But, to- 
day, there are plenty of people on all 
these planes of life, plenty who believe 
in all these doctrines and methods; and 
as soon as the world outgrows them 
they will ore to exist, because they 
willl then be of use no longer. The 
most advanced minds ignore the old in 


medical practice, the same as in theol- 


ogy. ‘They can readily perceive that 
these theories originated in the unde- 
veloped: and childish conditions of the 
people, and, like many of the absurd 
religious views, have been handed down 
to us, and we have received them with- 
out questionings; and to-day the people 
are.worse enslaved by the medical pro- 
fession than by the clerical; are worse 
doctor-ridden than _priest-ridden; and 
that is saying @ good deal. 


All through the: ages we have seen 
glimpses of the facts .of the effects of 
magnetism, but without the apprecia- 
tion of its philosophy. Christ, when 
upon the earth, according to the record, 
healed the sick, in accordance with this 
principle, by this Jaw. He was pos- 
sessed with superior powers in this di- 
rection, and cured the sick precisely as 
our healers do at the present day; and 
when the sick woman was healed by 
touching the hem of his garment, thus 
coming within his sphere, it is recorded, | 
“he felt virtue go out of him;” in other 
words, he ‘felt exhaustion, even though 
he did not know of her presence. Some 
he could not heal because of -their unbe- 
lief; conditions were necessary with him 


as with us; the operator must, for the 


time, be positive to the operated upon; 
and having faith in the power of the 
operator, p aces the patient in a-nega- 
tiveweceptive condition, : 
When a person isin health the elec- 
‘ric and magnetic forces are in-balance; 
ut when they become diseased, debili- 
ted, the magnetic powers become 
eakened, and the person will fall into 
he’ electric, cold, lifeless condition. 
hen comes a call for magnetism, and 
from some external source:.the lab- 
oratory is unable to elaborate it; then, 
as the nerves are the mediums of com- 
munication, by bringing the.nerves‘of a 
person fully. charged with the magnetic 
fluid in -connection with one who is de- 
pleted in this respoct, the fluid passes to 
the person lacking until an equilibrium 
is formed; a portion of the life principle 
is conveyed to the one lacking; virtue 
oes out of the healer to the healed.

We find a coarse, gross organization 
adapted.to those ofa similar nature, and 
able: to perform’ remarkable : cures for 
them, while they would’ bo wholly una- 
daptcd’ to ‘those of ‘a’ finé -spiritug] na- 
ture;:in fact, would. be repulsive to 
them; and a positive: injury; thoy. would 


treatment. : 

One fact, right here, which. is this 
law. A person. on a more refined, ad- 
vanced plane, cannot injure one who is 
less refined and advanced. ‘The latter 
may be unable to receive any benefit 
from the operator, from the fact of his 
being jso far in advance of -him that he 
has not the capacity grown to receive it; 
but if he can receive, every particle he 
takes will help him in the advance 
march on the road of progress. 

On the other hand, a person of fine 
spiritual nature may be very seriously 
and positively injured by being treated 
by one on g lowor, grosser plane, for 
the magnetism thus conveyed being 
wholly unadapted to the individual, and 
being of a lower type and quality, must 
be received, like any other foreign, use- 
less material, only to be excreted or 
thrown off from the system; hence hav- 
ing to make an unnatural effort to rid 
itself of this foreign, useless material, 
the system becomés debilitated instead 
of strengthened in‘ consequence. The 
‘laws are but little undorstood, hence 
many have suffered and will suffer ip 
consequence of their ignorance of this, 
as well as other natural laws. 

A But some of you may query—are not 


our healers. affected by spirit influence, ' 


and helped from this source to perform 
their eures? Some may be.and some. 
may not. The same magnetic laws hold 
good with spirits as with persons in the 
form; and magnetism is imparted in 
accordance with the same laws. 

Among our mundane operators, we 
find, ut times, a person so strongly posi- 
tive toanother person as to be able to 
control him entirely, not only physically 
but.mentally.. He can make his subject 
speak his thoughts, see whatever he 
sees or imagines, manifestall his mental 
characteristics, or those of any other. 
person he wills him to, make him 
speak with all the cloquence that he 
himself “is capable of, see whatever 
sight he impresses him with, and be- 
lieve himself whoever or whatever ho 
wills him; will turr pale with imaginary 
pain, and is a perfect subject to the will 
and wishes of the-operator. ‘ 

This is a law of mind termed ‘psychol- 
ogy, and ig-denied at the present day by 
no intélligent, cultured person. Now, if 
minds exist after they leave the physi- 
cal form, which we nat only believe’ but 
know to be the case—they would 
be subject to the same laws and 
have the same relations to other 
minds, and the same power over them 
as though.intheform. Sometimes, per- 


‘sons who are unbelievers in spirit con- 


trol think they. have demolished the 
whole foundation of our faith when they 
pompoug'y assert thatit isall psychology; 

ut they seem to forget one im- 
portant fact—that is, that when any one 
is psychologized, there must always, of 
necessity, be a psychological operator. 
We believe our trance speakers are only 
under psychblogical control, -butas there 
is no operator in the form controlling 
them we can but conclude that it is one 


lout of the form. The same istrue of some 


of our-healers, they are only the ma- 
chines uséd by spirits to operate upon 
others; in other cases they assist the op- 
erators by imparting to them -magnétism 
in accordance with the laws we have al- 
ready tried to explain;in other cases, 


-healing is performed by the person's 


own magnetic powers, without any 
special assistance or outside influence. 
Some operate upon patients by this 
psychological law, but they are seldom 
permanent cures. For instance, 4 man 
who has been long crippled, and unable 
to walk without assistance, visits a very 
strong operator, and- he gets control of 
him, commands him to walk, and, be- 
hold, he can do so, throws away his. 
crutches and walks off. Ina short time, 
as soon as this influence wears off, it is 
as bad as ever. I have very little faith 
in the cures performedinthis way. But 
where the person is magnetized, the 
magnetic fluid imparted to and assimi- 
lated by him, until he becomes strength- 
ened and built up, there is no such 
danger, because he then acts from his 
xeal condition instead of mental control. 


These magnetic laws are universal and 


all powerful, and we aro affected by 
them whether we will or no, We draw 
to us, by our magnetism, persons with a 
corresponding sphere’ both in tite form 
and out. Like attracts like, If we are 
low, coarse and groveling in our 
natures, we draw tous similar associates 
both in and out of the form, and the 
tendency in this direction is only 
strengthened by being fed by the same 
element in others. If we are true, pure 
and loving, we draw around us the same 

rade .of persons, the same exalted in- 
fuences from both sides ofthe river, and 
thus our. desires and efforts for good- 
ness, virtue and an exalted, useful life, 
are intensified, and we are made strong 
and Brave for the right. ee

Dr. Barrows read before the Parlia- 
ment of Religions the paper on “The 
Law of Cause and Kifect, as Taught by 
Buddha,” by Shaku Soyen, as follows: 

If we open our eyes and look at the 
universey we observe the sun and moon, 
and the stars in the sky; mountains, 
rivers, plants, animals, fishes and birds 
on the earth. ‘Cold.and warmth come 
alternately: shine and rain change from 


‘time to time without ever reaching an 


end. Again le loso our eyes and 
calmly reflect; yourselves. From 
morning to eve Nite’ are agitated by 
the feelings of pleasure and pain, love 
and hate; ‘sometimes full of ambition 
and desire, sometimes called. to, the vt- 
most excitement of reason and will. 
Thus the attion of mind. is like an end- 
less issue of a spring of water. As the 
phenomena of the external world are 
various and marvelous, so is the internal 
attitude of the human mind. Shall we 
ask for the explanation of these marvel- 
ous phenomena? Why is the universe. 
in a constant flux? Why do things 
change? Why is the mind subjected to 
a‘constant agitation? For these, Buddh- 
ism offers only oné explanation, namely, 
thejaw of cause and effect... 

Now, let us proceed to understand the 
nature of this law, as taught by Buddha 
himseif:

NATURE OF CAUSE. 


- 1, The complex nature of cause—a 
certain phenomenon cannot arise from a 
single cause, but it must have several 
conditions; in other words, no effect can 
arise unless several causes combine to- 
gether. Take, for example, a case of 
fire. You may ‘gay its cause is oil or: 
fuel; but neithér oil nor fuel alone can; 
give rise to a flame. Atmosphere, 
space, and several othcr conditions, 
physical’ or ‘mechanical, are necessary 
for the rise of a flame. All these neces- 
sary conditions combined together can! 
be called the cause of'a flame. This is | 


only an example for the explanation of | 
the complex nature of cause, but the: 
rest may be inferred. ` 

2. An endless progression of the 
causal law. A cause must be preceded 
by another cause, and an effect must be 
followed by another effect. Thus, if we 
investigate the cause of a cause, the 
past of a past, by tracing back, even to, 
an eternity, we shall never reach the 
first cause. The assertion that there is 
the first cause is contrary to the funda- ` 
mental principle of nature, since 
tain cause must have an origin i i 
preceding caùse or causes, and there is. 
no cause which is not an effect/ From i 
the assumption that a cause is ar effect | 
of a preceding cause, which is also pre- 
ecded by another, thus, ad infinitum, wel 
infer that there is no beginning in the į 
universe: As there is no effect which is! 
not a cause. so there is no cause which j 
is not an ctfect. Buddhism considers' 
the universe as no beginning, no dnd. | 
Since, even if we trace back to`an 
eternity, absolute cuuse cannot be found. ; 
so we come to the conclusion that there ; 
isnoend in the universe. Like as.the: 
waters jof rivers evaporate and form: 
clouds, and. the latter changes its form | 
into rain, thus returning once more into 
the original form of waters, the causal 
law is in a logical circle, changing from 
cause to effect, effect to cause.

made. God did not provide you with a 
hell, but you yourself. The gloriou 
happiness “of future life will be th 
effect ef present virtuous actions. 

AS`THE LAW OF NATURE. 

5. Cause and effect as the law of na- 
ture. According to the different secta; 
of Buddhism, more or less different 
views ure entertained in regard to the’ 
Jaw of causality, but so far, they agree 
in regarding it as the law of nature 
independent of the will of Buddha; an 
much less of the will of human beings 
The law exists for an eternity, with 
beginning, without end. Things gr 
and decay, and this is caused, not .by an. 
external power, but by an internal fo 
which is in things themselves as- 
innate attribute. This internal la’ 
acts in accordance with the law of causi 
and effect. and thus appear immens 
phenomena of the universe, Just a 
the clock moves by itself without any. 
intervention of any external force, so i 
the progress of the universe. ; 

We aro born in the world of variet, 
some are poor and unfortunate, other 
are wealthy and happy. The state: of. 
variety will be repeated again and’ 
again in our future lives. But to whor 
shall we complain of our misery? T 
none but ourselves. We reward o 
selves: so-shall we do in our future li 
If you ask me who determined -the 
length of our life, I say the law of. caus-.: 
ality. Who made him happy, and made? 
me miserable? The law of causality. 
Bily health, material weglth, wonder 
ful genius, unnatural suffering, are-the s 
infallible expressions of the, law. of-caus- ‘ 
ality which governs every particle of- 
the universe, every, portion of human 
conduct, Would. you ask me about the 
Buddhist morality?’'T reply, in Buddh 
ism the source of moral authority is the 
causal law.

The only. occasion “when I had the pleasure 

of hearing ‘Abraham Lincoln speak was in the 
eatly summer of 1860; ‘at Cooper Institute, 
New: York, where he delivered: his: justly. 
famous ` discourse on- the power of Congress 
to. legislate on the question of’ “Blavery i in the 
Territories,” 
The next time I saw him was in the latter 
part of the following February (1861), when 
he was again in New York, on hia way to 
Washington, to be inaugurated as President. 
He was in the Governor's Room in the City 
Hall, where he received the. immense numbers 
of citizens who desired to see him and extend 
to him their friendly greetings, Mayor 
Fernando Wood stood beside him, so- that in 
coming before the President-elect you first 
passed Mayor Wood, who received your name 
and announced it to Mr. Lincoln. 

I was then. a young man, not yet 35, and’ 
had been, ever since. the formation of the 
Republican party, one of its most earnest and 
devoted’ members. Jn Mr. Lincoln’s election 
I had taken an active part, as I did at his re- 
election in 1864, and was, in fact, at both 


elections, the presiding inspector at the polls 


of my voting-district. 

I had rejoiced greatly in the Gitmo of our 
anti-slavery-extension principles in the election 
of Mr. Lincoln, but theré was a haunting fear 
in my mlnd that, after all, the country might 


‘possibly be robbed of muoh"of the fruit of that 


e| Victory by the assassination of the President 
elect before he could be inaugurated, 

That fear, accompanied, however, by-a 
prayerful hope and trust: that God would avert 
such a calamity, was uppermost in my mind 
and heart as I approached, in the line, the 
great personage who was the subject of my 
thouglits, 

As Mayor Wood pronounced my name, I 
took the aid of Abraham Lincoln, and look- 
ing up into his fuce with, I suppose, all-my 
soul gleaming from my eyes, I simply uttered 
the words, ‘‘God bless you, siri” 

At once his hand tightened. on mine, as he 
looked kindly down into my eyes, and gaid, 
with a deliberation and emphasis I have never 
forgotten: “Thank you! Thank youl” ; 

I saw him, next day, in thé ‘procession that 
escorted him to the ferry, as ibe’ stood up in 
the carriage, acknowledging the friendly cheers 
which greeted him. 

That was the last time I saw him slive. 
Thenexttime I looked upon him was in April, 
1865, when his murdered body lay in its 
casket, which rested on a bier placed just be- 
fore the doorway of that same Governor's 
within 
twenty feet of the spot where, but four years 
and two months previous, we two had that. 
well remembered meeting. 

Think, therefore, how welcome and precious 
to me were the words spoken to me at Unset, 
Massachusetts, September Ist, 1893, more 
than thiity lwo years after thé. event first 
mentioned, and as being from the lips of that 
Abraham Lincoln whose words and hand-clasp 
were so enshrined in my memory. 

The.followtng is’ an extract from my notes 
made at the time, of the trance-silting at 
which the words of September 1st were uttered, 
through Mra, Kate Styles, the well-known aad 


‘Abraham Lincoln is present, He has tried 
on several occasions to appear to you.” pI 
thereupon alluded to the incident of February, 
1861, before mentioned. He continued:] 
“That one thing—the vision of your earnest 
face and soulful expression often came before 
me—that ‘God bless you, sir!’ rang in my ears; 
and I often thought that I would like. to see 
that young man again.” Many a one had 
said those words to me, but there was a peculiar 
pathos and tremor in your expression that 
and left a strong impress 
there; and made, me in my quiet hours often 
think of you. 

“After I got out of the body this tie bronght 
me into your atmosphere—and sometime I 
will appear to you, but not until I can do so 
in so natural aform thut- you can recognize 
me at once,” Mrs. Styles then added: «He 
would like to have you give him the opportunity 
to write to you on the slates, when you are in 
Washington, and he will in that way’ ‘com- 
thunicate with you.” “` 

I promiset’ him I would do, so, and if amy 
effort in that direction this coming winter shall 
be successful, I will give ‘the, result to the 
public through !

Mortals are fallible; spirits do ndt claim to 
be infallible in wisdom and power; inspiration 
though genuine and: real may hot be inerrant. 
No good prophet will nor can justly claim to 
have the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth; nor that his immediate inspirers possess 
ALL truth and all knowable knowledge. 

The power of returning spirits is limited in 
many ways—by lack of education and ptactice, 
by lack of kuowledge and an understanding of 
the forces at their command; lack of knowl- 
edge how to use these forces when they are 
known; lack of strength to use them; lack of 
power to overcome opposing spirit influences 
and antagonistic mortal conditiond; lack of 
strength in the medium (the kind of strength 
necessary for the spirit’s use); and many other 
things of which as yet we are able to under- 
stand but little... 

To illustrate somewhat: There is a certain 
spirit who, for reasons peculiar, : and which 
sometime I may be led to relate, has become 
very strongly attached to me (the writer), and 
Ito her. We have the mutual feeling of at- 
tachment and love, I may say, that arises 
between comrade soldiers who have passed 
through trying scenes and experiences to- 
gether, working together to a common end 
and purpose. She has helped, cheered and 
strengthened me when I have felt the need of 
her kindly offices in such way. She, too, has 
come to me, moaning in sadness and sorrow 
over the failure of some cherished object of 
good she had sought to effect, and in which [ 
too was interested, and I have comforted and 
cheered her, till her heart took strength again. 
Thus, as she sometimes says: “We have 
been through the war ‘together;” and the 
mutugl feeling of attachment is very strong. 
She talks with me, and writes me letters (in- 
dependent). 1 have for many years—I may 
say, all my life—been affected with weak 
action of my heart—and this has of late been 
aggravated by la grippe. Over and over she 
tells and writes me: ‘‘Take care of your heart.” 
Not long ago she became. greatly exhausted 
with—as she wrote me—‘‘working over your 
heart.” Again she wrote, complaining of her 
heart troubling her, saying that she ‘took it 
on” from me. [I felt better.] Again she 
wrote that I was ‘hard on her Heart.”

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_ ` TALMAQE—ROSECRANS. 
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An Instructive Contrast. 


Every week we have in the Cleveland Leader 
a sermoh by Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, with a 
display head in large letters. It is seldom I 
read more than the heading, as that gives a 
‘synopsis of the whole. 
exception of this rule and read it through, I 
expected something in a sensational line and 
was not disappointed. The first part of his 
discourse was taken up mainly ón the cruci- 
fixion of Christ. ‘The bloody cross! and the 
torture and suffering were depicted in all its 
details as only a Talmage can--in fact, he 
rathér outdid himself. ‘Tbe latter part was 
devoted to the ‘reign of terror’ in France in 
the time of Robespierre, and was described in 
all its horrors. Not a thing left out that 
could excite- the imagination. Now I do not 
wish to make any comment on this sermon, 
only to give a little incident connected with 
my family, which makes me peculisrly sensi- 
tive on this line of thought, I will give it in 
as few words ‘as possible. Many years ago 
my dear sister came home from charch very 
much excited after listening to a sermon very 
similar to the one above spoken of. She be- 
came despondent and all the efforts of friends 
to divert her were unavailing, and as a last 
resort she was taken to an asylum. She was 
a.devout believer in the Presbyterian faith, 
very conscientiqus, beautiful .o person and 
character, well-fitted to adorn any society, 
young in years, and a bright future before her, 
was then just entering her teens. Now she is 
over seventy and still in the asylum, and our 
precious darling will probably spend her days 
there, She soon will cross the threshold and 
then ‘Thé mists will clear away.” But the 
reverends who are preaching their blood- 
curdling sermons—what will become of them? 
What will their harvest be? I suppose théy 
will keep right on at their ‘‘trade” as long as 
their stomachs and pockets are well filled, 
whatever the consequenee. .

The World’s Congress of 
Religions. ee

ligions has only sat eight days, and lit-

Away, then, with all the Ghettos 
and with spiritual isolation in ever 
form and let the ‘spirit blow where it 
listeth. The Jew must change his atti- 
tude before the world, and come into 
spiritual fellowship with those around 
him. John, Paul, Jesus himself—we 

an claim them all for our own. We do 
ot want ‘missions’ to convert us. We 


¥ cannot become Presbyterians, Episeopa- 


lians, members of any dividing sect, 
‘teaching for doctrines the opinions of 
men.’ Christians as well as Jews need 
the larger unity that shall embrace 
them all—the unity of the spirit, not of 
doctrine. . 

“Mankind at large may not be ready 
for a universal relfrion, but let the Jews 
with their prophetic instinct,their deep, 
spiritual insight, set the example and 
give the ideal. The world has not yet 
fathomed the secret of its redemption, 
and ‘salvation muy yet again be of the 
Jews.’ The times are full of signs. On 
every side there is a call, a challenge 
and uwakening. What the world needs 
today, not alone the. Jews--who have 
borne the yoke, but the Christians who 
bear Christ’s name and persecute and 
who havo built up a civilization so en- 
tirely at variance with the- principles 
he taught—what we all need, gentiles and 
Jews alike, is not so much ‘a new body 
of doctrine,’ as Claude Montefiore sug- 
gests, but a new spirit put into life 
which shall fashion it upon a nobler 
plan and consecrate it anew to higher 
purpose and ideals.” e

Having survived the shock 
of death of the body, the soul finds itself 
projected into a new environment beyond 
the confines of matter, which environ- 
ment, reasoning from the analogies of 
the ‘adaptations of nature, we may con- 
clude is as well adapted to the needs of 
the soul as was the environment of mat- 
ter suited to its needs when in the body. 
We perceive, by these phenomena, that 
it is not the soul itself thatis essen- 
tially affected by the change of its en- 
vironment, but that it is that which is 
seemingly though not vitally a part of

To the Chairman of the Lake Brady, (Ohio) 
Spiritualists’ Association: 

Your committee, appointed August 10, 
1893, to prepare a preamble and’ resolutions: 
expressive of the sense of this association in 
regard to the persecutions of Spiritualists and 
mediums by the legislative: bodies of several 
States, beg leave to report: 

Whereas, Articlo1 of the amendments to the 
Federal Constitution rends as follows: 

‘“Qongress'shall make no laws respecting. 
an establishment of religion, or prohibiting the 
free exercise thereof.” ; 

Whereas, in April, 1883, the Ohio Legisia. 
ture passed a law entitled, ‘An ‘act to pro- 
vidé a license on trades, business and. pro- 
fessions *. * *. and providing for the en- 
forcement and collection. of fines and penalties 
for carrying on business ‘without license,” 

; Atong the persons taxed by the lawwere 
$ lastrologera; | ` fortune-tellers, clairvoyants,” 
find. peciee 36, page 136) provided that 
“Spiritualist mediums shall: pay an annual 
license of ($300) three hundred dollars,” 

Whereas, at the lite session, 1893, of the 
Ohio Legislature, another law was passed (the 
Bruck law), which taxed .‘‘clairvoyants ` and 
séers | „ ($200) two hundred dollars: peran- 
num,’ 

Whejens such legislation is a deliberate and 
wickeg insult’to a numerous and sincere body 
of people, and in plain. violation of the Consti- 
tution of the United States.and of the State of 
Ohio, which latter instrument expressly `pro- 
vides Art, 1, sec. 7) that— — 

“All men have: a natural and indefeasible 
right to worship Almighty God according to 
their own conscience. No person shall be com- 
pelled to attend, eredt or support any. place of 
worship against. his consent; and no prefer- 
ence shall be given by law to any religious

It shall be the duty of tho General Assembly

voices would be heard in different parts | 


of the circle at once. When singing, 
two and three independent voices were 
heard. Several well-known citizens who 
.had passed away spoke in their natural 
tones and manner, being heard by all 
in the circle, and fully recognized -by 
voice and expressions. If the medium 
would make an error'as to the order of | 
departure or of the name of a member 
of the family, often the voices, coming 
from the air would correct the medium, 
and invariably the-voice's statements 
were acknowledged.

estimable lady in C3cper Institute, New

man’s limb.that had been crushed under 
á tailway car? ` l 
-Thinking I had proposed queries dif- 
ficult to answer in the affirmative, I en- 
tered the hall with the intention of lay- 
‘ing them upon the lecturer’s desk, in 
order that she might give an explana- 
tion preliminary to the: topic of the day. 
To my greatdisappointment the lecturer 
had just begun her lesson, : 
- I could not at once throw off my 
chagrin; in the course of five minutes 
however, I wrenched my attention from 
its previous subject, and settled myself 
to listen to the discussion of a topic of a 
totally different nature. i 

At this point what was my surprise to 
hear Mrs.,S. break away from the sub- 
ject-matter in which she and her hearers 
were absorbed, and taking up my ques- 
tions one by one, as if they had spon- 
taneously occurred to her mind, and had 
not been provoked by another, answer 
them in due course. Not only did she

WHAT ARE GHOSTS? 


An Answer by Rev. Mr. 


Haweis. 


In the Humanitarian the Rev. Mr. 
Haweis discoursed on - “Ghosts and 
Ghosts,” and professes: his. inclination 
towards the spiritualistic hypothesis. 
He says: 

I will now, to waste no more words, 
assume for the sake of argument that 
ghosts do.exist—what are they? Settin 
aside hallucination, indigestion an 
other subjective explanations, which 
should a)l have a fair field and no favor, 
but which do not much interest me, Í 
will confine myself to the two chief an- 
swers to the question, what are ghosts? 
and say at once, I incline to. the second 
answer: (1) there is the, Theosophist, 
and (2) there is the Spiritualist hy- 

othesis. The Theosophist, Mr. Sinnett, 
or instance, says the ghost is a mere 
shell, which during life may be discon- 
nected from the body, and is then, I 
suppose, the double, but, after death, is 
permanently disconnected and then be~, 
comes, the ghost. This is the astral 
body or “Linga, Sharira,” - whatever 
that may mean—an ethereal duplicate 
of the physical body—it is the inner 
builder of the outward shape of our 

resent bodies, but strange to'say, when 
it leaves its proper work of building 
particles, ‘and appears as a ghost, it has 
‘no life or consciousness’ of any. kind. 
whatever—'no more a being than a 
cloud wreath’—it wanders about, & 
mere empty shell, and is gradually dis- 
persed and ceasés to exist altogether. 

I confess that this description of the 
.“ghost has never borne the slightest 
conviction to my mind; it seems to me 
to be unsound in theory and contrary to 
fact. From time immemorial,’ ghosts 
have been credited, and often been 

roved, to appear with a-purpose. They

the ghost in Hamlet; to right. wrong— 
like the ghost of Samuel, to warn or to:
